Methods Employed By Juvenile Theft 
Gang To Disguise Machines Revealed 





A well organized and smoothly 
operating gang of juvenile bicycle 
thieves was broken up by local 
| police with the apprehension of 
| 10 youths Friday, officers revealed 
today. 

How the gang operated to se- 
cure bikes, interchange parts and 
alter serial numbers was des- 
cribed by investigators.

To Survive. Australian Declares 


WASHINGTON (#). —Arthur 
A. Calwell, Austrilian minister of 
immigration, expressed belief to- 
day Great Britain can only “‘sus- 
tain a future population of 30,- 
000,000 to 35,000,000.” 

He made that statement to a 
news conference in comment on 
a plea Winston Churchill made 
ober the British radio Saturday 
for the British people to ‘‘stay at 
home and fight it out.” 

Calwell has been in Great Brit- 
ain to arrange for transfer of 
Britons who wish to live in 
Australia. He saia some 400,000 
want to make the change, and 
Australia intends to move some 
15,000 this year, jumping the an- 


nual receiption of Britishers 
thereafter as fast as they can get 
ships. 


“Churchill seems to think Great 
Britain can support her 47,000,- 
000 people,” Calwell said. “Even 
at the peak of her naval power 
she only took care of 30,000,000 
to 35,000,000. 

“Unless Britain permits this 
disbalance to be ironed out she 





will be starved out, if another 
war hapens, without ever suffer- 


ing a military defeat.” 

Calwell said Australia plans to 
build its population from its pre- 
sent 7,500,000 to 20,000,000 in 
the next two generations because 
“we have no faith in the peaceful 
intentions of the Japanese.” 

In addition to immigrants from 
the British Isles, Calwell said Aus- 
tralia will take some 12,000 con- 
tinental Europeans. 

He said Australia would will- 
ingly take “a million American 
di’s as well,” and that “several 
thousand have already either quer- 
iéd us about going to Australia or

County Planning Commission 
Ends Active Year 


People having anything to do with the growth and de- 
velopment cf the county must be impressed with the work 
of the county planning commission and the effort to put 
sense and uniformity into the various development projects. 

Harold Zenz, director and secretary of the commission, 
states it mildly when he says in the annual report that “pro- 
gress is being made on several items of public interest such 
as zoning, recreation plans, highway plans and subdivision 
control”. Abel Armstrong of Ontario is the representative 
of this area on the group, which has been exceedingly ac- 
tive during the last !2 months. 

Not until June 1, 1946, did the county have a building in- 
spector. Previously people could build anything almost any- 
where they wanted to outside the limits of the incorporated 
cities. During the year, permits with a valuation of $30,580,- 
038 were issued—just an indication of the volume of activ- 
ity that had to be directed by a new department. 

Many subdivisions were approved and these sites for 
new homes will be better planned and the owners will have 
better surroundings—because of practical restrictions re- 
quired by the commission. 

Suffice it to say, the planning department of the county 
government is off to a good start.

by fans in the eight All-America cities, better than 2,000,000 un- 
doubtedly will dent the turnstyles next. season. 

Over in the National Football league, which has been operating 
since 1921, the picture is not nearly so bright. When the All-America 
conference was formed, the new too made overtures to the estab- 
lished league. The National, naturally, told the new league to “go 
out and get a football’ and play a few games, before cutting them 
in on the gravy that the National had worked for years to build up. 

It had been a hard gtruggle for the National. Through many of 


| the years there had ben more people on the playing field than in the 


stands. The old league was a. little reluctant to cut in the newcom- 
ers just when pro football was beginning to pack in the fans at the 
‘ates. 

. So the National declared open war on the upstarts. They. re- 
ferred to themselves as the “major league” and to the new loop 
as an “outlaw. league”. There were predictions that the All- 
America would never play a game, then that they would never 
finish the schedule, ‘hey continued to bill their playaff game, 
between eastern and western division champions, as the “world’s 
championship”. 

An indication that the pro leagues may have concluded a peace 
pact by the end of ‘48 is contained in reports that several of the rival 
owners have begun to golf together and lunch together. A year ago 
they weren’t on speaking terms. 

Pro football owners can't let the lesson of baseball escape them 
much longer. The established National baseball league high-hatted 
the new American at the turn of the century before the owners jinal- 
ly got together and arranged the World Scries, The result has been 
that each fall the attention of every sports fan in the nation is riv- 
eted on baseball and the series. 

Anda year from riext December sport fans throughout the 
nation may be watching and listening to the first pro football 
World ‘Series, The fragrance of the peace pipe is drifting through 
the land already.
